VASE FOR ART INSTITUTE. 


Dr. Frank Gunsaulus Purchases 
Big Jar of Ancient Make from 
Kelekian Galleries in New York. 


New York, June 2—[Special.}—Large 
enough to hold Ali Baba ad the forty 
thieves, a Persian jar, the most capacious 
known, has been acquired by Dr. Frank 
W. Gunsaulus of Chicago from the Kele- 
kian galleries of 709 Fifth avenue. 

The jar is more than six feet high and

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AS TO JUSTICE HUGHES. 
The downright position of Justice Hughes, as 
efpressed in THe Trrpune yesterday, is hard for 


place seeking politicians to understand. 


The justice is not a candidate for the Republican 
nomination. Twenty years of honor and dignity 
on the Supreme bench are more alluring to him than 
the possibility of four years of political scramble in 
the White House. The justice does not care to 
make the run for president. He will run, however, 
if his candidacy is considered to be the best means 


of defeating Wilson. 


Justice Hughes looks upon the continuation of the 
Wilson administration as a menace to the nation. 
If his nomination is deemed by an overwhelming 
majority of Republicans to be the best means of 
ejecting Wilson he will accept the nomination and 
the inevitablé abuse and strife connected with it. 
In his case the nomination will bring an extraordi- 
nary amount of both. He will be abused, as he has 
been abused as a justice of the Supreme court run- 


ning for the presidency. He will be abused still 


more because he will not resign from the Supreme 
bench while a candidate, and if elected he will not 
resign from the Supreme bench until the instant 


before taking the inaugural oath. 
That his real motive in refusing to resign is that 


he does not believe President Wilson is the proper 
kind of a man to appoint the justices of the Supreme 
bench will be flouted by every one whose desire or 
interest is to defeat him for election. Many of 
his admirers will not be able to follow his reasoning. 
It might defeat him. 

Justice Hughes, however, has stronger convictions 
than any man in public life and a stronger will to 
adhere to these convictions. He will not yield one 
inch to political expediency. 

This may be a sufficient reason for not nominating 
him. Other reasons may properly be deemed suf- 
licient. Some avowed candidate may prove ac: 
ceptable to the convention. 


It is almost certain that Hughes will not be 


nominated unless the convention is unable to unite 
upon any other candidate or unless it feels strongly 
that his candidacy is indispensable to success at 
the polls. Such being the case, the attacks upon 
him by the partisans of other candidates appear 
particularly odious, and the motive behind them is 
as apparent as it is base. It is a selfish political 
desire t> eliminate a possible political opponent. 
Where -such charges can be traced to the manager

During Carimt's health week there was 
much evidencs ef already accomplished 
good. Each of the more prominent mer- 
chants gave the use of a display window 
for a healthcxhibit.

The plans were Crawn and the model was 
built by the boys in the high school. In 
the window of another store was a quar- 
ter-size open air sleeping porch, also built 
by the boys in a school, probably by the 
boys of tne grades. In another window 
there was u model of an out-of-doors 
scene in whieh there were wells, privies, 
houses, stables, and streams. This model 
showed the relation between privies and 
stables on the one hand and water sup- 
plies on t..e other and how such pollution 
increases typhoid fever.

tention that the spot on the Kerry 
coast of Ireland where Sir Roger 

Casement landed in his collapsible 

boat is identical with the place where 
a smal! invading force of Spaniards, with 
a few Italians, landed in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth to take part in a rebel- 
ion against her rule, organized by the 
leader of the Sinn Feiners of those days, 
the Earl of Desmond. 

As in the case of Sir Roger Casement’s 
fellow conspirators in Ireland, those who 
had invited the assistance of the foreign 
foe did not come uptotime. The Span- 
ish-Italian force was left in the lurch, to 
be dealt with by Sir Walter Raleigh, who 
was dispatched for the purpose to the 
scene by the virgin quedn. Sir Walter 
Raleigh declined to grant any terms, 
gave no quarter, and the invaders were 


. exterminated.

It is a matter of tradition that before 
the Spaniards and Italians offered to 
surrender they buried in the ground a 
large amount of gold which they had 
brought with them for the Earl of Des- 
mond and his cause, and for the payment 
of the Irish troops whom they expected 
to recruit. In fact, the ruins of the fort 
which they erected still bear to this day 
the name of Fort Deloro, that is to say, 
the Fort of Gold. A number of attempts 
have been made to recover the treasure, 
but without success, and owing to the 
fact that plenty of iron pyrites are found 
there Ui in the neighborhood having 
a yellow luster, like brass, it is a matter 
of local tradition that when Sir Walter's 
Protestant troops killed the Spaniards 
the blessed Virgin turned their gold into 
brass. 

One of Sir Walter Raleigh's chief lieu- 
tenants on the occasion of his capture of 
Fort Deloro, and of his extermination of 
the Spanish and Italian invaders, was 
Sir Amyas Leigh, and the story of this 
episode is literally and graphically de- 
scribed by Canon Kingsley in his popu- 
lar historical novel Westward Ho!”

In view of the fact that the United 
States has some millions of Moslems sub- 
ject to its rule in the Philippines I would 
commend to American attention the 
course pursued by the authorities in Eng- 
land toward an Indian Mussulman,who 
attempted to practice in the United King- 
dom the polygamy permitted by his 
creed, and to which the government in 
‘India and in England's African depend- 
encies takes no exception. 

It seems that an East Indian of the 
name of Abdul Hamid, hailing from 
Lahore, had read for the bar in England 
and had been duly admitted thereto as 
a member of .Lincoln’s inn. While com- 
pleting his studies there he married in 
1911 a 16 year old English girl at a reg- 
istry office in London and had three chil- 
dren by her. Last November he induced 
another woman, aged 23, a London pub- 
He school teacher, to marry him, be- 
coming his second wife. 

On this becoming known he was ar- 
rested and held for trial on a charge of 
felonious bigamy, the courts in England 
declining to take into account the au- 
thorization of the religion in which he 
had been born and reared to have several 
wives. What is more, the courts have 
refused to admit him to ball, and there 
is every probability, therefore, that when 
the case comes up for trial next week 
he will be sentenced to several years of 
penal servitude. 

As his father is one of the prominent 
Moslem citizens of Lahore and quite in- 
fluential, we are likely to hear more 
about the matter, and it will be interest- 
ing to learn why, if the English courts 
punish a plurality of wives on the part

England's government seems to posi- 
tively revel in making the most extraor- 


dinary and unsuitable appointments to 
high office in Ireland, and certainly no 


more astonishing nomination could be 
conceived than that of Sir Robert Chal- 
mers to be permanent undersecretary 
for Ireland in the place of Col. Sir Mat- 


thew Nathan, who, wonderfully success- | 


ful in South Africa and in China, proved 
a dismal failure in every respect in Dub- 


lin, and who had to resign for his neg- | 


lect to adopt the requisite precautions 
against the recent rebellion at Dublin 
and elsewhere in the Emerald isle. 

Sir Robert Chalmers, in the neighbor- 
hood of 60, knows even less about Ireland 
than did Sir Matthew Nathan when first 
he entered upon his duties at Dublin 
castle. His name is not altogether un- 
familiar in America, owing to the fact 
that last year he was recalled from his 
lucrative governorship of the island of 
Ceylon to become chairman of the com- 
mittee formed by Prime Minister Asquith 
to deal with the problem of American 
securities which the English government 
had obtained from British investors 
through mobilization and exchange for 
British treasury bonds.

He may be said to have commenced his 
official career as one of the clerks of the 
treasury, and as such took a leading 
part in the reorganization of the inland 
revenue department a number of years 


ago, and at a much later period in the, 


organization of the national insurance 
commission. He hes one peculiar hobby 
namely: the study of Pali, the ancient 
literary language of Burmah, Siam, and 
Ceylon, on which he is the greatest living 


‘authority. In 1913 he was suddenly trans- 


ferred from his duties at the treasury 
department to the governorship of Cey- 
lon, and it was said at the time that the 
appointment had been made in order to 
enable him to pursue his studies into 
Pali and to delve more deeply into the 
various dialects and languages of the 
Cingalese. 

In view of the fact that, as I have men- 
tioned above, he knows nothing whatso- 
ever about Ireland, and that he may be 
said to have made a failure of the scheme 
of national assurance, also that he is 
more devoid of humor than even the or- 
dinary Englishman, it is to be feared 
that his new appointment to Dublin 
castle will prove quite as unsuccessful 
as that of Sir Matthew Nathan. 

The latter is a remarkable man, but 
likewise lamentably devoid of humor. 
Moreover, he possessed what was in Irish 
eyes the disadvantage of being a pro- 
feasing Jew of a rather strict orthodox 
type. He is a son of the late Jonah 
Nathan of Pembridge square, London, a 
member of the London stock exchange,

the idea of its establishment.

At this time the Baptista were in dis- 
agreement over whether they should es- 
tablish a new Baptist university in New 
York City or Chicago or make of Colum- 
bian university in Washington the chief 
Baptist institution in the United States. 
Advocates of the different sites pressed 
Mr. Rockefeller for donations; but he 
seemed inclined toward the Chicago 
project. He was at that time, the reo- 
ords show, in favor of rehabilitating the 
old University of Chicago as a Baptist 
college, primarily sectarian, and was 
anxious that Dr. Harper, whose excep- 
tional qualities as a scholar and organizer 
had been brought to his attention, be 
placed at the head of the new school.

Dr. Goodspeed's letters to and inter- 
views with Mr. Rockefeller finally re- 
ceived encouragement. An interview was 
arranged with Mr. Rockefeller by Dr. 
Goodspeed and Dr. Harper at which Dr. 
Goodspeed frankly stated that he wanted 
$1,500,000 from Mr. Rockefeller toward a 
$2,000,000 fund for the proposed univer- 
‘sity. Mr. Rockefeller terminated the in- 
terview with a statement that he was 
prepared to give only several thousand 
dollars toward the founding of the insti- 
tution. 

At about this time Dr. Harpers genius 


and made his initial ecntribution of $600,- 
000 toward the foundation of a new Uni- 
versity of Chicago on condition that 
$400,000 more be raised from other sources 
within a year. 

Thus began the development of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, which started with the 
Stephen A. Douglas grant of ten acres of 
land at Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty- 
fifth street in 1856 as a site for a univer- 
sity in the city of Chicago.” The time, 
from a financial standpoint, was inaus- 
picious for raising $400,000; the world's 
fair was calling for a $10,000,000 subscrip- 
tion from Chicagoans, the Methodists 
were, taking care liberally of Northwest- 


ern university and the Presbyterians of 


Lake Forest. But by dint of much effort 

the amount was raised on schedule time 
and momentum was given to the move- 
ment which hag kept massing endowments 
and donations until the university is one 
of the richest in the world. 
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Dr. Goodspeed gives in his volume 
much of the correspondence with the 
various benefactors of the university 
and details leading up to their dona- 
tions. He has a humorous chapter on 
the applications for positions with which 
cepted the chair.

to protect our bordersagainst assault, and 
defend our rights wherever they may be 
challenged. Thig should not be with a 
spirit of aggression, but with ae proper 
sense of responsibility and a high resolve 
to be righteous as well as feariess. It is 
our duty to humanity in this emegency to 
show the world that a republic, ag well as 
a kingdom, can display the higheet type 
of patriotism and be thoroughly prepared 
to protect its people a the emer- 
gencies of war.”

BY THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
(Copyright, 1916, by Metropolitan Magazine. | 

The immediate issue before the country 
is preparedness—all around preparedness 
that will secure us the only peace worth 
having. Such preparedness means ade- 
quate military and naval forces. 

But this is merely the most dramatic 
(although at the moment the most essen- 
tial) form of a thoreoughgoing prepared- 
ness of our citizenship for the tasks con- 
fronting the nation. 

Preparedness means the full develop- 
ment of all our powers end all the re- 
sources of our citizens. Ours is an in- 
dustrial democracy. This is an indus- 
trial age. 

As a sequel to the preparedness of the 
soul and the spirit, there must be a pre- 
paredness in those activities and those 


processes which, on the farm, in the fac- 


tory. and in commerce, expreas the lives 
of our citizens. Military preparedness; 
to be compleiely effective, must be 
founded upon preparedness of labor, pre- 
paredness of management, financial pre- 
paredness—all) culminating in manhood 
preparedness. 


Industries Not Organized. 
At present we are as unprepared in in- 
dustry as in military matters to coirdi- 


nate the energies of our country. It 


would take n as long to organize our 
industries “for war as to organize our 


army for war. U 


Instead of adopting—and adapting— 
Germany’s successful method of dealing 
with her industries so as to insure their 
efficiency in ume og war, our govern- 
mental agents at Washington have taken 
no step except the thoroughly mischiev- 
ous step of endeavoring to cripple a great 
private industry by the creation of a 
government armor plant. Of course, 
they should encourage and at the same 
time efficiently regulate the private in- 
dustry in question. : 

To “list” plants is useless when there 
are no efficient plants to list, and when 
the efficient plant is promptly selected 
by the government for destruction. We 
need a big government munitions lant for 


regulatory purposes. 


t 
Opposes Government Armor Plant 

We do not need a government armor 
plant, because we can do better by regu- 
lating and aiding in the development of 
the great and efficient plant which already 
exists. To destroy such an industry is 
sheer folly. 

In the event of war, it ls as impossible 
to improvise a great industry as to im- 
provise a great army. Unless our indus- 
tries are highly efficient and, moreover, 


are trained for this particular work in ad- | 


vance, the penalty will inevitably be paid 
in the shape of dread ful loss of life among 
our unequipped and untrained soldiers. 

Such a need cannot be met by govern- 
ment owned and managed plants, al- 
though there should be some such to serve 
as checks and regulators. The need is 
to train, to educate many business firms 
in time of peace for the various things 
which the government would need in 
enormous quantities in time of war. 

We shall need organized business in 
time of peace just as in time of war. Our 
duty is to encourage it, but also to see 
that its activities are for the benefit of the 
whole country. 


War Bars Excessive Profits. 

The government should provide against 
excessive profit taking in time of war; 
and it can only do this as a sequence to 
reasonable encouragement of the many 
private plants which in the event of war 
could be trusted to do public business. 

The government encouragement could 
also be used to secure those things for 
labor which it is most necessary to secure 
—proper working and living conditions 
and provisions for Insurance, ecompensa- 
tion against sickness, accident, and old 
age. 

Not one step has been taken by con- 
gress to help secure these industrial con- 
ditions. Not one step has been taken to 
secure the nationalization of industry in 
time of war. 

The plan advocated consists of [a] a 
survey of the producing industries of the 
country; [bi the development and prac- 
tical working out in time of peace of plans 
for minimum annual educational orders; 
and le] the enrollment in time of peace of 
skilled labor. 


Engineers Listing Plants. 

This is the plan which was initiatea by 
the representatives of the national en- 
gineering societies on the civilian con- 
sulting board, and it is at present actual- 
ly being carried out by the 30,000 mem- 
bers of those bodies. But this plan is be- 
ing emasculated by the administration 
and congress. 

The engineers, working under the plan 
of the civilian consulting board, have un- 
dertaken this work. But their efforts 
are being nullified by the pacifists in 
Washington, for the Chamberlain bill, 
in providing for these educational or- 
ders, stipulates that they shall only be 
issued'in time cf war or when war is im- 
minent. This makes nonsense of the 
whole effort. 

Transpertation and the movement of 
troops from time immemorial have been 
closely connected with each other, and 
they lie at the base of the correct solu- 
tion of military problems. The first step 
of the Romans when they extended the 
territory of their state was to build good 
roads. 

Mobility-is a prime requisite for any 
army. Owing to the vast size of the 
United States, transportation is for us 
a more serious problem in our plans of 


army organization than for any of the
